Pleads Guilty and Is Freed Be- 
cause Judge Blames Wife- 
Seekers as Well. 





After Mrs. Marian Stire, a young 
mother, holding her 14-months-old baby, 
fainted in the United States Criminal 
Court Monday, following her plea of 
guilty to a charge of obtaining money 
through fraudulent matrimonial adver- 
tisements, Judge Dyer said: 

“I have no sympathy for men who 
are such fools as to go around answer- 
ing matrimonial advertisements, meet- 
ing women on street corners and giving 
them money. They, too, should be 
punished. I am not going to send this 
woman to Jail. I will fine her .$600 and 
Stay the fine on her —— of g00d 
behavior.”’ 

The men whom the Judge scored were 
Michael Murtagh and Michaél Lower, 
each of whom charged that he gave 
Mrs. Stire $90 with the understanding 
that she would marry. him. Neither was 
in court when the case was called. 

She Pleads Guilty. 

Holding her baby and supported by 
her mother, Mrs. Stire advanced to the 
clerk's desk and pleaded guilty. She 
seemed so weak that Judge Dyer or- 
dered that a chair be brought for her. 

After her attorney, John I. Martin, 
had made a plea for clemency on the 

und of the woman’s youth, her fam- 
ly, her illness and her long period of 
imprisonment while awaiting trial, 
Judge Dyer said to her: 

“Madam, how did you come to adver- 
tise that you wanted@-e “husband?” 

The sentence was scarcely completed 
when Mfgs. Stire fell limp and uncon- 
scious a¢ross the back’ of the chair. 

The baby would have fallen to the 
floor had it not been caught by the 
prisoner's mother.

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SCALP ON TREE | 
REVEALS SUICIDE 


Hunter Finds Body of Unknowti 
Woman in Woods Near | 
O'Fallon, Ill. 


— 











The body of a woman supposed to 
have committed suicide was found iate 
Saturday afternoon in the Atkinson 
woods, one and one-half miles east of 
O’Fallon, In, by E. J. Linde, who was 
out hunting. Linde was searching in a 
pile of brush for a rabbit, when he saw 
a woman’s scalp suspended from a limb, 
On the ground beneath it he found a 
human skull and on a pile of brush he 
saw the body. 

Returning to O'Fallon, Linde notified 
Mr. M. Schwarz, Deputy Coroner, who 
at once went to the scene, where a care- 
ful’ examination showed that the de- 
ceased had undoubtedly hanged herself. 
Her scalp was suspended by a rope 
made from strips torn from her apron. 

It ‘is thought that she tied one end 
of her. improvised rope around her neck 
and, climbing upon a limb about three 
feet from the ground, secured the other 
end to a limb five feet higher up. 

The woman wore a dark blue waist, 
black skirt and low shoes. The body is 
so badly decomposed that identification 
is impossible. 


No Solution to Mystery. 
At the Coroner's inquest every effort 


was made to identify the remains and 
solve the mystery of her death, but not 
a single clew was obtained. 

The jury returned a verdict of suicide 
by hanging. 

The place where the body was found is 
200 wards from the St. Louis road and 
is one of the most traveled places in this 
vicinity. The woods are visited daily 
by hunters and woodcutters and it is 
thought strange that the body was not 
found sooner.

U. 8. BUYS ALL 
GOLD ON UF 
LONDON MARKET

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
LONDON, Nov. 4.—All the gold in the 
open market, about £400,000 ($2,000,000), 
was purchased by the United States to- 


day. 
The persistent demands from America 
for gold, in spite of the recently in- 
creased discount rate of the Bank of 
England, and in face of the continued 
rise in the cable transfer rate, caused 
the Bank of England this morning to 
raise its rate from 5% to 6 per cent. Al- 
though an increase to this rate next 
Thursday would not have surprised the 
market. the announcement of the rise 
today occasioned somewhat of a flurry 
locally. 
It is considered, however, 
circles to be the natural outcome of the 
unfavorable New York bank statement. 
When the Bank of England’s rate was 
raised to 5% per cent Oct. 3l it was 
thought that the situation in the United 
States was clearing satisfactorily, but 
the continued engagements of gold ata 
loss of 2 to 3 per cent on the exchange 
rates caused a recurrence of nervous- 
ness in the discount market and rates 
were put up from 5% to 6 per cent in en- 
deavors to assist the bank to protect its 
reserve, but the futility of the efforts 
is shown by the fact that since Thurs- 
day the United States has drawn daily 
from the bank substantial sums, alrewply 
aggregating $7,000,000. Egypt also has 
recommenced withdrawing gold. 
Financial circles here now incline to 
the belief that the 6 per cent rate will 
suffice, and that no further advance will 
be necessary, particularly if the Bank 
of England renders its promised aid. All 
depends, however, upon the absence of 
demands of alarming proportions from 
America.

In Massachusetts, Rhode Isiand, 
Maryland, Mississippi and Kentucky 
a Governor and other State officers 
are to be chosen; in New Jersey, a 
Governor only; in New York, tWo as- 
sociate Justices of the Court of Ap- 
peals; in Pennsylvania, a State Treas- 
urer, and Nebraska, a Railroad Com- 
missioner and two regents of the 
State University.

4.—Will 
Davis, a negro 30 vears old, fatally shot 
his wife and another woman Sunday 
afternoon. Officers and a rapidly grow- 
ing crowd chased Davis, who held them 
at a little distance by waving a re- 
volver and firing it five times. But they 
chased him on the bridge under which 
the Tennessee River flows, 10 feet be- 
low. 

Davis climbed to the top of the bridge 
handrail. and, seizing an electric pole, 
faced the 300 men. Taking a handful of 
cartridges from his pocket and scatter- 
ing them in the crowd, he yelled: 

“These will do to remember me by.”’ 

Then, throwing his pistol to the bridge 
floor. he shouted: ““My name is Bill 
Davis. lve killed 20 men.” 

lie faced the water, slowly counted, 
“One, twe, three,’ and jumped inte 
‘space. As he shot down, he turned 
twice and struck the water on his back. 
He arose struggling. Several skiffs put 
out to him. A man in one seized Davis’ 
corduroy cap, which the frightful shock 
had not displaced. His bedy was-picked 
up after three minutes, but all efforts 
to resuscitate him failed.

EXPECTED BIG LEGACY 





Friends Say He Looked For- 
ward to Inheritance of 
$50,000 Next Year. 





Workmen will dig in a sandbar on the 
river's edge near Alton, in the hope of 
finding the body of Joseph Alcock of 
Hull, England, who is believed to have 
becu murdered by robbers. <A decayed 
bundle of Alcock’s clothing was found 
buried in the sand near the landing used 
by boats from an island below Alton, in- 
fested by a notorious gang. 

It was learned Monday from Alcock’s 
friends that he expected to come into 
an inheritance of $50,000 early next year. 
A younger brother, he had said, was 
coming of age in January, and this was 
to be the occasion of a division of the 
family property in Engalnd. 

{t developed Monday that one bundle 
of his clothing was found in July @ a 
sewer trap by a watchman for the 
Illinois Glass Co. The bundle and the 
one found buried in the sand constituted 
his hand baggage when he was last seen 
Juiy 2. 

The clothes were found by Ired Bon- 
net, who lives in a houseboat back of 
the Illinois Glassworks. The clothing 
was in a bundle concealed beneath a 
pile of rocks. Bonnett also found a de- | 
pression in the sand which he took to! 
be a grave. He dug to a depth of four 
feet, but found no body. The clothes 
were turned over to the police and have 
been identified as Alceck’s, 

Letter Found in Sand. 

A letter found buried near the clothes 
was partially deciphered. It spoke of 
his friend Joe Anderson, who was his 
partner in the ownership of a motor- 
boat. It was learned that Anderson left 
Alton in June fer a visit to England, 
and has not returned. 

The letter, as deciphered, 
lows: 

“I don’t

The sandbar where the clothes were 
found usually is covered by water, but 
on account of the low stage of the river 
is now dry. 

Alcock was the stepson of Reilly Rob: 
erts, proprietor of the Punch Hotel at 
Hull. He came to the United States 
some months ago after being mustered 
out of the English ..rmy. He was em- 
ployed for a time in the grocery store 
of James H. CUhessen at East Alton. 
Later he worked for the Big Four Rall- 
road. 

Alcock was seen last by his Hast Alton 
and Alton friends at the uome of 
George Berger, a dairymen near Alton, 
where he left his valise whiie he went 
to make arrangements in Alton for a 
railroad position at Mattoon, Ill. That 
wus July 2 Alcock did not return for 
his valise. 

A few weeks later the young man’s 
realtives at Hull wrote to Chessen ask- 
ing what had become of Alcock. They 
had heard nothing from him for seme 
time, they said. Chessen then reported 
the matter to the Alton police. 

Alcock was 22 years old and was a 
carpenter. His Alton friends say that 
his habits were of the best and that he 


was sober, quiet and very industrious. 
They believe he carried about $160 when 
he disappeared from the Berger home.

The death of the widow of Gen. 
Wallace recalls one of those rare 
frierdships that exist, sometimes, be- 
ween a literary man and his wife. Mrs. 
Wallace was almost a worshiper of her 
husband, whose courtship and married 
life with her were ideal. Susan Wal- 
lace was herself a wriger of both prose 
and verse, but she relegated her own 
werk to an unimportant place for the 
sake of his. It is said of Mrs. Wallace 
that she cherished every scrap of paper 
inscribed with any word of her hus- 
bend’s. Gen, Wallace’s pvblichers, the 
Harpers, have many interesting records 
ef this reverence of hers in the wife's 
ttitude toward Ben Hur and the Auto- 
viography after the authors death.
